from the gallows the admitted mur­ 
derers of Robert Franks. 
Mr. Bachrach devoted much of hia 
argument to an analysis of the medi­ 
cal 
testimony 
asserting 
that the 
alienist had taken insufficient oppor­ 
tunity to study the youths. 
He also intimated that those ob­ 
servations had been made with the 
idea of stopping a defense based upon 
legal insanity and therefore failed 
to take into consideration symptoms 
which would show a mental disease 
short of insanity. 
Are Not Stupid 
‘‘We do not claim that these boy* 
are stupid, or do not realize where 
they are," said Mr. Bachrach, “but 
that the facts they are of high 
in­ 
telligence and do realize it taken in 
connection with the other circum­ 
stances are evident that they are 
paranoiacs." 
Mr. Bachrach named Loeb’* use 
of wrong premises in his logics and 
Leopold’s delusions of grandeur and 
his belief that he was a super-man as 
the chief corollary facts. 
“A paranoiac may consider himaelf 
equal to a king. 
He need not say he 
is equal but if he acts as if he be­ 
lieves himself that exalted it is evi­ 
dent of a paranoiac personality.”

DIVIS O PEN LY 
CONDEMNS KLAN 


(By A m o t l a t e d Brew.) 
Sea Girt, N. J., Aug. *22.—Calling 
the Ku Klux Elan by name. John W. 
Davis, Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nee, declared in an address here to­ 
day that this organization or any 
other which raises the standard of 
racial or religious prejudices “must 
he condemned by all those who be­ 
lieve as I do in American ideals.” 
Having thus made his own position 
dear Mr. Davis expressed the hope 
that President Coolidge as the G. O. 
P. candidate would see fit "by some 
explicit declaration’’ to join with him 
in entirely removing the Klan issue 
from the field of political debate. 
Mr. Davis said these matter* “must 
not be permitted" to divert the at­ 
tention of the public from the vital 
questions now before them and that 
the Klan issue had no proper part in 
this or any other campaign. 
The Democratic nominee’s declara­ 
tion with respect to the Klan was 
prepared after his arrival here and 
was made at the conclusion of his set 
address, the second of the campaign, 
in which he said that the issue of 
the campaign w'as “Honest Govern­ 
ment.”

species of camels, one as large as a j 
small giraffe, the smallest the size of 
a sheep, two species of rhinoceros, I 
three species of three-toed horse, dog,! 
cat, peccary, deer and three species of 
mastodons. 
Found In Lake Bed 
“The fossils were found in a forma­ 
tion that apparently had once been a 
small lake bed, some 300 feet square, 
and several feet under ground, mak- 1 
ing it necessary to use a plow and 
scraper to get down to the fossil- 
bearing sands. 
“The hones, which are of a jet 
black, were found scattered over the 
entire space, but parts of bones that 
we sometimes found widely separated 
fitted together perfectly. 
“Apparently,” 
said

Martin, 
“these 
bones 
were distributed by 
freezing, either through ice on the 
lake, or a glacier. That is the only 
way I can explain the sharply broken 
bones and their distribution.

Fourteen'years ago this month the 
United Satiates waa startled Ky stogies 
of gigantic forest fires in the north­ 
west, and „wj$pn on the rooming of 
Angust 20 the telegraph,wires carried 
the story of a terrible conflagration 
driven by high winds the country was 
appalled, even though the extent of 
the disaster was not realized. 
But within a few days the whole 
nation knew that the most destructive 
forest fires recorded in the history of 
the United States were being fought 
in the northwest, and that northern 
Idaho and western Montana were the 
scenes of the fiercest battles With the 
“Red Enemy* of the Forests” 
ever 
fought by Uncle Sam’s forest rangers. 
'>I$0,009 Acres Swept 
Conditions in the went this summer 
are again at the highly dangerous 
point, and officials of the Forest Serv­ 
ice are anxious. 
At the end of July 
150,000 acres of land inside the bound­ 
aries of the National Forests in Cali­ 
fornia alope had been fire-swept, the 
worst fires ever experienced this 
early in the season. 
Large fires have 
also flumed in Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana, Utah, Colorado, New

and give the drought-stricken areas 
some relief, and that there will not be 
a repetition of the 1910 disaster. 
Before the flames died away that 
year over 4,000,000 acres of national 
forest land was laid waste. 
The tim­ 
ber destroyed totaled over six billion 
board feet, and the money loss for 
standing timber only stood at $24,000,- 
000. 
These figures do not take into 
account the losses on privately-owned 
forest land. 
Human life was also J 
lost rn the great 1910 fires. 
A total j 
of 78 men perished in the battle with 
the flames. 
, * 
1910 Was Dry 
The entire summer of 1910 was 
marked by severe droughts in most of 
the west. 
The winter snowfall and 
spring rains were unusually light, ho 
hat with the coming of summer the 
of surface moisture 
rapidly 
dried away 
and an 
abnormal and 
steadily increasing number of fires 
followed. 
Steady high winds were 
combined with almost complete failure 
of the light summer rainfall, and by 
middle of August the Forest Serv- | 
•ce was straining every resource to 
hold in check the multiplying fires. 
Hurricane Develops 
Then on August 
20 in 
northern 
Idaho a heavy wind developed into a , 
hurricane. 
It was so powerful that 
men were unable to remain in their 
saddles. 
Smoldering fires were fan­ 
ned into action and swept beyond con-1 
trol. 
Within 24 hours there 
was 
practically a continuous fire along a 
battle front of over IOO miles 
in 
length. 
Early in September the fires were 
subdued. 
If it had not been for the j 
hard work of the forest officers the ' 
'asses of public and private property 
would have been many times what 
they were, and very probably many 
nore lives would have been lost.
